In appearance they are similar to the 


pheasants exhibited by the association 
some time ago at Thompson's cyclery 
on J street. 
Their long journey on the 


cars, of course, had the effect of de- 
tracting somewhat from their beauty, 
but they will improve after having been 
In the vineyards of the county for a few- 
days. 
What they need IK a. rest. 


The Chateau Fresno' ranch, where it 


is proposed to put the birds, is an Ideal 
place fur raising all kinds of wild game. 
The hundreds of small trees and shrubs 
growing on the grounds render them 
well adapted to the habits of the pheas- 
ant or quail. 
The water supply is also 


abundant during the entire year. 


It is the intention of the association 


merely to make an experiment of the 
present shipment of birds. 
Within a 


month or two it can easily be deter- 
mined whether or not the raising of the 
pheasant will be successful In Fresno 
county, and if successful another con- 
signment will be ordered from Oregon 
in the near future. 


This Is the first importation of game 


made by the association, and the move- 
ment should receive the encouragement 
which It merits. 
There is no reas 


why Fresno should not be one of the 
leading game counties in the state and 
it will be if the work planned by the 
association is carried to completion.'" 


It Is also the intention of the associa- 


tion to stock the streams of the coun- 
ty with fish at the earliest opportunity. 
The black bass recently liberated in 
the Kan Joaquin have increased rapidly 
In numbers and the addition of a few 
more varieties will make the. stream 
one of the best in the state for flshin 
within a few- years.

The Idea of

municipal council in i'orto Rico, of 
which there are seventy-two all told. 
One of these delegates will be a Liberal 
and the other a Radical.

The mayors of the respective 


towns will make these appointments ot 
delegates anil they have been cau- 
tioned to do so fairly.

placed In the hands of all American

to do live there. 
A doctor of this city. 


a man who has, studied the question of 
the city's health, has declared that tn

mostly 


composed of negroes, should be driven 
away to Ihe r,onntry. 


This action he considers imperativi 


for the .lasting success of any meas- 
ures toward city sanitation. 
A 


walks through the streets one catches 
£limp<=f*< of interior courts that seem 
alive with people; enter these coi 
and you are impressed with the great 
number of people who live in small 
spaces and deprived of air and light. 
Americans have wondered how this city 
could house the 30,000 inhabitants at- 
tributed to it; a visit to the interiors, 
of the houses would quickly infoi 
them. 
In these tenements tlie sani- 


tary arrangements are practically nil. 
There aj-e no public lavatories In town 
and the vast amount of clothes that is 
weekly washed in this, as in all Cen- 
tral American cities, is done in these 
houses. 
Alleyways, halls* and crowded 


rooms are forever hung with 
damp 


clothing: dirty waier stands in foul 
tubs and so emptied into drains that 
probably do not drain. 
The houses are

rain from the roofs. All the water that 
the city has today is cistern water. The 
mal odors from these many tenement? 
Wow out into the streets and rise to the 
people who live above. 
It is almost 


impossible to find today in San Juan a 
second story for living purposes under 
which there do not reside-several fam- 
ilies with habits such as are here de- 
ecribed. 


Whether these people can be driven 


to the country js a question. The negro 
-n-mild prefer to live on eight square 
feet of dirt In the capital than In the 
fresh air of the country, and such tene- 
ment property is highly profitable to 
the owner here as elsewhere. Yoi 
not drive Uie~negri> to. the open fields 
unless 3-ou there provide shelter for him 
and even if you" told him he must move 
within three or sis months he would 
make no effort to find himself quarters 
elsewhere. 
It 'would be necessary to 


fcuild houses for him in the country anfl 
ihere make him remain. 
Any such 


movement would' be strongly opposed 
by the property owner. 


While theoretically this action would 


bring the best lasting results, its ji 
tical application will be found difficult. 
In ease it cannot be done, the cleai 
ing of the city must be considered with 
these people still in -their home?. 
The 


natural conditions of the town make a 
goud drainage system possible. 
There 


is ample fall from all points into tin 
harbor. 
Whether there is 
sufficient 


harbor flow to carry away the maili 
thus drained has never been determ- 
ined, 
if there is not, the eastern en- 


trance mi£ht be sufficiently enlarged to 
bring this about.

The correspondent adds that the re

at Malolos. 


MANILA. Jan. 6.--A dispatch to the

says the governors of all the provinces 
of Luzon have assembled at Malolos

ernment in adhesion to their policy. 


Commenting upon President McKin- 


ley'a proclamation to the Filipinos. Is- 
sued on TVednt-wlay by General Otis, 
the Independencia, which is a native 
paper, says the problem presented is 
most Brave.

[>ose as anti-imperialists is that they 
wholly ignore results. 
They argue as 


f this nation now threatens to start 
on a grand campaign 
of territorial 


aggrandizement; and fail to concede 
the fact that we are nt the end of an 
era-making war. In theory the whole 
people of the United States were op- 


ihoulfl only be conferred upon those 
•ho are sn far educated as to know 
•hat individual rights are and. ought 
to be in a republic and In our republic 
particularly. 


The territories outside of the states 


are under the exclusive and absolute 
control of the President and congress. 
The President, as chief executive and 
commander-in-chief controls until con- 
gress shall make needful rules and 
regulations respecting the territories. 
The President can control the acquired 
territory by military rule, and congress 
is not bound by the constitution to give 
even a republic-an form of government. 
U would not violate the constitution if 
it established a colony for Esquimos. 


"With its plenary powers, 
congress 


can establish any form of government 
in acquired territory: but in its wis- 
dom and mercy it will most Hfc-Iy es- 
tablish the best government the peo- 
ple arc capable of enjoying and the 
most liberal. 


If territories adjacent to states in 


the Union, are prospective states, the
